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lieginning from July 21, 1979, a three-day rally of Islami 
Jainiati-Tulaoa was held at the campus of Peshawar University 
under the auspices of their NWFP Branch. Fairly elaborate 
arrangements uere made to receive the delegates to the rally 
who caine fro.n ,-11 over the country. Transportation, board- 
ing and lodging facilities were arranged by very' enthusiastic 
workers of Islaui Jamiati-Tulaba of Peshawar University. 
It is somewhat difficult to say how many out-of-town dele- 
gates attended the rally. Estimates vary from 500 to over 
1,000. Delegates included a twenty-man delegation from 
Saudi Arabia. The total audience in certain sessions exceeded 
3,000 i>orsonfi. 

According to Shabir Ahmed, a medical student at Peshawar 
University, and Irshad ul-Uaq, a businessman, both enthus- 
iastic supporters of Jamaat - i - Islami (J.I.), who attended 
the rally, the declared objective of the rally was to infuse 
the spirit or Islam in Pakistani youth, and prepare the young 
generation for handling the responsibility of an Islamic 
society. With this end in view, sermon3 by learned scholars 
of Islam, speeches by leaders of J.I. and meetings for reci- 
tation and interpretation of Quran, were organized during 
different sessions of the rally. An exhibition dealing with 
the history of the Islunuc revolution in Iran, Pakistan, and 
Afghanistan was also held. 

The rally received a good will message from Maulana Maudoodi, 
the founder of J.I. who predicted a resurgence and the final 
supremacy of Islam. A number of top leaders of J.I. came to 
address the rally. The y included Professor Ghafoor, Professor 
Khurshid, Mian Tufaii Mohammad, Qazi Hussain Ahmed and others. 
Prominent among tno student leaders were Liaqat Baluch, 
Shabir Ahmed, Arbab Afridi, and Zafar Jamal Baluch. Prac- 
tically all tl.^ aders of the J.I. who addressed the rally 
talked abse_ .: basic themes: (1) Greatness of Islam as 
a solution ror ±. the problems of today's world with special 
reference to Pakistan, (2) the rather precarious state of 
Pakistan's national economy, and (3) Jehad and Islamic resur- 
gence. *'or instance. Professor Khurshid said that Islam i's 
the only religion which. came to overshadow everything else 
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and it teaches one to live a revolutionary life. He said 
that every Pakistani is in debt for ten thousand rupees. 
He tried to disassociate the PNA from responsibility for 
preparation of che new Federal budget. 

The head of Jamaat-Islami Afghanistan, Professor Burhanuddin 
Rabbani and che head of Ho2b-i-l3lami, Afghanistan Gulbadeen 
Hekxaacyar, also addressed the rally. Rabbani paid glowing 
tribute to cne Islamic revolution in Iran. He also praised 
the efforts of Pakistanis to introduce an Islamic system in 
tho councry. lie emphasized the importance of laying down 
one's, lire fcr \J»e cause of religion and said such sacrifices 
always bear truit. Rabbani also described the cruel treat- 
ment being muted out to religious scholars and believers in 
Afghanistan by the Taraki <jovcrniuent. Uckmatyar confined 
his remarks to a description of the Islamic revolution in 
Afghanistan, i ointcd out the great sacrifices which the 
people or -i..^... can are making to save their religion 
from conuaunx^^u tie praised Island. Jamiati-Tulaba for work- 
ing for che glory of God and islam. 

The Iranian Charge do Affaire, Gun 3 Dost, inaugurated an 
exhibition dealing with the struggle for Islamic revolution 
in Iran, Afghanistan and Pakistan, i r • described the recent 
Islamic revolution in Iran anJ pr u z- . Islam as the only 
system which can cope with today's ytoblems. Ha felt that 
no one can stop the resurgence of islam. 

Commenting to me on the rally, a senior member of the 
Peshawar University faculty said disdainfully that the rally 
was responsible for making the campus dirty. He pointed 
out that few local students had. participated in it. The 
fairly large audience, he said, was due to the presence of 
Class IV employee** -(peons, chowkidars, etc.) and youngsters 
from the neighboring villages who came to get free meals. 
Ke said that the general approach of J.I. students is very 
militant. In his opinion, these students do not have much 
chance in the Peshawar University politics, as PPP and . 
Pushtoon students are the really strong groups here. 
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
